On July 23, the Huron 
Board of Education made a 4- 
3 decision to hire a recom- 
mended candidate as the K-8 
girl’s PE/math teacher. 
Superintendent Thomas 
Hosler made the request based 
on the interviewing commit- 
tee’s recommendation. The 
Superintendent said he wanted 
the position to be filled for 
purposes of locker room 
supervision. Previously girls 


hada male PE instructor. 


The Board discussed the 
recommendation at length. 
President Calvin Schalk told 
the Board he would under- 
stand if there were concerns 
over the recency of the candi- 
date’s classroom experience. 

Secretary Alice Ferguson, 
who sat on the interviewing 
committee, said she felt good 
about the candidate and that 
she had many qualifications 
and lots of energy. 

Trustee Colleen Lazere 
commented that her concerns 
were also over the recency of 
the recommended candidate’s 
experience. Lazere pointed out 
that a lot has changed in math 

_ since 1976. 

Vice President Donna 
Mendrysa said she shared the 
same concerns and that the 
candidate may not have kept 
current. 

Trustee Ken Appleby 
expressed concern with not 
following the direction of the 
interviewing committee. He

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mm, NOISE ORDINANCE FAILS

At the July 11 Huron 
Township Board meeting, the 
second reading of a construc- 
tion and demolition noise con- 
trol ordinance was struck 
down. 

During brief public com- 
ments, Jack Bush of Bush & 
Sons complained about the lim- 
itations the proposed construc- 
tion hours would place on the 
building industry. He also 
pointed out the need for con- 
struction workers to get started 
as early as 6 a.m. before the 
heat sets in during hot summer 
months. Bush expressed his 
irritation saying, “I think we 
need some new people on this 
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Board.” 

When the second reading of 
this ordinance came up under 
old business, the Township’s 
attorney, Kevin Foley pointed 
out that many communities 
have such ordinances, but 
many do not. 

Supervisor John Mitchell 
said he opposed the ordinance 
last time because of its restric- 
tiveness. However, he felt that 
6 a.m. to 9 p.m. would be fair. 

Trustee Mary Lou Carey 
pointed out that construction 
workers must start early in the 
day due to the heat. She said 
with the noise the community 
gets from trains that the con- 
struction noise is minor in com- 
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parison. 

Trustee Larry O’Kelley 
reminded the Board that the 
ordinance applies solely to out- 
door construction, not indoor 
work. He said the key is that the 
equipment cannot be operated 
within 500 feet of a residence 
during the hours under restric- 
tion. He argued that allowing 
for earlier hours would defeat 
the purpose of the ordinance. 

Trustee Marlene Krause 
commented on many other 
noise problems in the commu- 
nity and didn’t feel it was fair to 
single out this one industry for 
restriction. 

Trustee Nora Adkins 
reminded that the original com-
